The tobacco market received quite 
a boost this week, receipts doubling 
those of last week and running up to 
two-thirds of a million pounds. Prices 
were not sustained, the weekly aver- 
age dropping from $5.62 to $5.34, but 
for the first time recently the season's 
average is now above five cents. 

The heavy receipts this week have 
brought the sides for the season up to 
the figures of the corresponding week 
last year and from now on increased 
activity may be expected all along 
the line.

Th. value of manure depei'l" u P° n 
the composition of the foods fnl <'ow 
manure la cold and rontaina ronalder- 
ably more water than that from any 
other rlaaa of form animals. It fer-. 
menm and beats slowly, and Is called 
a cold manure. A cow will rold 40 to 
50 pounds of dun* and 20 to 3d pounds 
of urine In a day. 

A cow fed a •balanced ration will 
void about one half ol the nitrogen In 
the urine, which shows the Importance 
of preserving the urine, about one- 
fourth Is In the milk and the balance 
in the nolld eicreraent 

lure contains less water 
ure, and aa tbe horse 
to digest forage, the 
ure Is more fibrous. Horae manure 
and hence is most val 
uable for spreading over meadowa, 
mixed grasses and wheat. 

Tbe best method for bay and 
farms Is to haul and spread the ma- 
-omthesUblea; use plenty 
of litter for bedding. For vegetables, 
haul tbe manure where It la to be 
used and pile It. If tbe manure la 
thrown out in tbe yard It should be 
kept in a concrete vault and the urine 
pumped up occasionally and spread 
over tbe solid manure. Manure thrown 
out in tbe open yard and exposed to 
heavy rains loses a large part of its 
most valuable fertilizing elements.

During winter is a good time to be- 
gin to fill the many little gullies »iat 
lave started during the, fWi Instead 
wfiij old buckets, cans and I 
rout over the place. Just 
Carry them to where they can still be 
of service — put them in a gully. I 
doubt if ever a bucket or can, was 
more useful anywhere if placed with 
open end toward the mouth of the 
gully, says a writer In Inland Parmer. 
In this way they catch and are filled 
with the sediment brought by the, tor- 
rents of water during heavy rains. 
Th«*n sticks and other obstacles lodge 
against them and soon the gully is in 
shape to hold all obstacles and much 
soil. too. and in a short time is com- 
pletely filled. 

I have seen "full grown" gullies 
filled by placing empty barrels in them 
rn same position as given for cans and 
buckets, but the barrels must be held 
tightly by driven stakes and when 
tkey are covered more must be placed 
above them. Instead of burning the 
brush and small logs (large logs also 
If they can be conveniently handled), 
just dump them into the gully beside 
the barrels. You will soon sec that 
you will have land to till where once 
was a large gaping gully.

Former Sehoel Teacher Recalls Day* 

Whan the Loved »<nt w «« 

Her Pupil.

"In the year W60-61. when I taught 
in tbe subscription school at tireen- 
field.

"His chief delight was to hide be- 
hind some other pupil and compose 
Jingles.' as be called them, and when 
caught in the act always explained 
Uist be bad to write, as the verses 
were always going through his mind.

SNAIL A VALUABLE FOOD 

Edible and Nutritious. Is the Verdict 
That Haa Been Arrived At by 
Those Who Know. 

"All snails are edible and nutri- 
tious," says Canon Horsley in a book 
on British land and fresh water mol- 
luscs. Just published. He goes on to 
say that even the common or garden 
snail, though insipid, is as nourishing 
as calf's-foot Jelly". 

There Is a large white shelled snail 
called Helix pomatia that is commonly 
eaten by connoisseurs in the south of 
England, while all over France, Italy 
and Spain several species are used as 
food. In France there are many snail 
twins, which yield, a good profit to 
their owners'. In the" French and Ita- 
lian quarters of New York snails ma? 
be bought, either alive of eoojtjd, and 
at most of the French restaurants 
they are served, ".scargots farcis" be- 
ing the most usual form of tbe dish. 

Snails are easy to raise in large 
quantities. They need lime for mak- 
ing their shells, but they do not have 
to be ted, as they can find their own 
food, which Is exclusively the leaves 
of many plants. They are most deli- 
clous when properly prepared and 
cooked and. as Canon Horsley says, 
as nourishing as calf's-foot Jelly. 

High School of Commerce. 
In 1914 tne city of Worcester. Mass., 
an important business center, estab- 
lished a high school of commerce. 
When the school opened in Septem- 
ber, 1914. 1,235 pupils were enrolled, 
and in February, 1915, 48 per cent of 
all the pupils entering the high 
schools of the city elected the high 
school of commerce. The present en- 
rollment of this school is nearly 1<- 
500. 

It is the policy of the school to offer 
courses of studies holding a mutual 
ground between tbe purely cultural 
and the strictly vocational, and in 
these courses are English, Latin, 
French. Herman and Spanish. There 
ourse, several sciences, and 
s commercial history, civics 
□erclal geography, to the lat- 
rears being devoted. There 
included stenography, book- 
typewriting, banking, com- 
mercial lnw. accounting and penman- 
ship. A course under consideration 
is on salesmanship, and it is hoped 
soon to introduce tho teaching of ad 
vertislng and window dressing. 
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Where War Has Ahalished Poverty.

The Bible apeaka of 
thoap who were pOaseaaed with devlla, 
and the Oxford dictionary givee nno 
of the definition! of obtettlon at "the 
hoetlle action of the devil, or an evil 
apirlt beaetting anyone; actuation by 
the devil or an evil apirlt from with- 
out." But while the authoritlea recog- 
nize a technical difference between 
poaaeaalon and obaeaalon aa relating 
to the devil's operatlona from within 
or from the outalde. they do not dif- 
ferentiate the moral reaultt of the 
caaea. Etymologically apeaklng. there 
la a ahade of difference between the. 
two words, but the etymological dif- 
ference ia only akin deep, while, mor- 
ally apeaklng there ia little or no dif- 
ference betwppn being operated by the 
devil from within or worked by him 
from the outside.
